C anada • BIR Guns. 
The Canadian 
Pacific railway 
has been notified by the imperial 
government that 
twelve eighty- 
ton guns for the defense of Vic­ 
toria, B. C., are now being con­ 
structed at the Wool* ich arsenal 
and that they will be ready for 
shipment and transportation over 
the road in April next. 
Drawings 
for so c ia l cars requisite for tliii 
conveyance have been sent out, 
aud tho cars are now being built 
by the company. 
It is also said 
that large consignments of war 
material will 
arrive in the same 
ship which brings the guns. 


A Snowball Battle. 
Iii January, 1864, while Confed­ 
erate troops were in winter quar. 
ters at Dalton, Ga., there came a 
big snow storm and 20,000 soldiers 
engaged in a regularly organized 
snowballing. 
The Georgia and 
South Carolina took one side of a 
small stream and the Tennesseans 
the 
other. 
The 
Tennesseeans 
formed a line of battle, their drums 
beating, 
bugles ’ blowing, colors 
flying and officers mounted. Every 
soldier had a knapsack full 
of 
snow halls. 
The Georgians form­ 
ed and prepared to make the attack 
by crossing the branch. 
There 
were 10,000 men on each side, and 
the scene 
was 
very 
imposing. 


As soon as the Georgians crossed 
the stream they met a terrible fu* 
silade from the Tennesseeans, who 
were at home in the snow. 
The 
commander 
of the Tennesseeans 
was captured, but a bold dash was 
made by the Tennesseeans and he 
was rescued. 
The Georgians and 
South Carolinans, being unused to 
the snow, were at a great disad­ 
vantage, and 
were 
forced back 
across tile branch. 
As the Ten­ 
nesseeans crossed the branch they 
wet their snowballs, and the next 
volley fired at the Georgia and 
South Carolina boys was terrible 
in effect. 
Passing on, the Tenne- 
seeans captured the quarters aud 
proceeded to loot the whole she­ 
bang, carrying off rations,tobacco, 
pipes, and everything else that 
did not belong to the government. 


Cive the Devil his Due. 
The Dispatch Inst week pub- 
lislit .1 an article from the pen of 
Cnpt. Willard Glazier in regard to 
the head water* of the Mississippi 
river aud the Journal of this city 
seems to have taken the matter to 
heart and will not be comforted. 
As far as we are personally con­ 
cerned 
we do not care whether 
Capt. Glazier discovered (?) this 
fact or not, but we are cognizant 
of the fact that he has “ stirrei up 
the animals” to say the least. 
The 
Journal states that iii 
1872 the 
fact was kiiowm 
and published 
that Itasta lake was not the head­ 
waters of the 
Mississippi river. 
Now, why in the name of common 
sense was the erronious idea allow­ 
ed to remain for ten years, and 
then to be changed by someone 
else besides the man who did act­ 
ually, as the Journal states, deserve 
the credit? 
The D i s p a t h docs not 
claim and has not claimed that 
Glazier d i s c o v e r e d this lake, hut 
that he did bring out the fact to 
the people in such a shape, and so 
forcibly, that nearly everybody 
now knows there is another lake 
beyond Itasca, and that it is con­ 
nected to it by a small stream. 
Even the Journal editor, by his 
own statement 
never heard hut 
what Itasca was the source until 
tIiis Glazier controversy came up, 
but in his article he claimed it was 
known years before Glazier saw 
Itasca. 
For the sake of consisten­ 
cy we will ask the Journal man 
how this matter could have been 
i “ known ytars ago” and he still 
! claim that Itasca is the headwater*. 
We may he insane, but we are not 
so bigoted as to refuse to give the 
man what credit is due him. 
Most 
any man will give the devil his due, 
but iii this instance Mr. Stivers 
I skeins to be disposed to walk on 
Mr. Glazier’s collar, to use a slang 
! expression, just because it is the 
I fashion for the newspapers to be­ 
little that gentleman. 
If we ad* 
niit that Glazier was guilty of pla­ 
giarism, and that S, II. Pelf, W. 
E. Seelye and ten thousand other 
white men saw this lake which is 
the headwaters, and that, as Prof. 
Wilson states, he never heard of a 
school where it was taught other- 
than that Itasca was the source, 
and all the other evidence produc­ 
ed 
by the Journal, is it not to 
Glazier's credit that through his 
efforts the fact has been brought 
out and discussed and recognized 
and placed on the maps which are 
being published by the largest map 
houses in the world? 
We are just 
as certain as anybody that Glazier 
was not the first white man to see 
this little lake, and we desire the 
Journal and the public to under­ 
stand that we do not claim he is a 
second Columbus, but we do be­ 
lieve in giving him credit for what 
he has done. 
And now a word as to the claims 
of this lake to be the source. 
Ge- 
: ographers have made it a rule to 
I consider the remotest 
waters to 
; which a stream is traceable as its 
source, and going by this rule the 
! so-called Elk Lake is undoubtedly 
; the source of the Mississippi, for 
according to Mr. 
Chambers and 
other 
explorers 
quoted 
by the 
Journal, the two lakes are con­ 
nected by a stream, and Itasca, in- 
instead of being the source, is but 
a widening of the stream as is Lake 
Winnebigoshish, Cass 
Lake and 
Lake Bemidji.

Washington, Special Telegram, Dec. 26.— 
At three minutes of 3 o’clock to-day the 
soul of John A. Logan, patriot, soldier and 
senator, passed to his rest.. The wife and 
children with whose life his own was so 
closelv knit were by his bedside, and re­ 
ceived the last dickers of intelligent recogni­ 
tion that his pain-racked brain was permit­ 
ted to give. The chief of the army of the 
nation in whose service he had achieved 
such gallant deeds watched with a brother's 
love and sympathy his last sad tight; and his 
associates of the senate and house, irrespect­ 
ive of party, awaited in reverent awe the 
end which all alike deplored. 
When Sur­ 
geon General Hamilton entered upon his all- 
n ght vigils by the sick man's side last 
night he stated confidentially to one of 
Gen. Logan's brother senators that unless 
a reaction should set in w ithin twenty-four 
hours he would have no hope of his patent's 
recovery. Through the long watches of the 
night the physician watched in vain for some 
symptom to indicate that the terrible pres­ 
sure on the brain w hich was drawing the 
life blood away from the heart had relaxed; 
but all through the night the condition re­ 
mained unchanged except for the worse, the 
t> ver and restlessness increasing', and when 
Dr. Hamilton was relieved by Dr. Haxter 
shortly after !) o’clock he abandoned all hope 
of recovery. 
His vigils during the night 
were shared by Gen. Beale. Gen. Grant's 
most intimate friend in Washington, and 
Representative Nynies of Colorado. The lurk­ 
ing tendency to brain complications, which 
had been present in a greater or less deg ree, 
and constantly increasing in severity during 
his entire illness, had prepared his friends to 
expect the won-t. The racking pains which he 
suffered during the early days of his illness 
yielded to treatment, but left him in a weak 
ar.d exhausted condition from which he 
never rallied, and upon which the fever 
preyed with increasing violence until the 
hour of his death. 
After last midnight Ins 
pulse grew- weaker and weaker, and at 4 
o'clock this morning his condition was such 
as to cause greatfearof his immediate death. 
After this he rallied somewhat, and at the 
consultation which was held at 9 o'clock this 
morning 
his 
pulsj 
was found 
to 
be 
somewhat stronger, bur hisgeneral condition 
was not such as to give hope of ultimate re­ 
covery. 
The physicians again m et in con­ 
sultation at 1:30 p. m.. when it was appar­ 
ent that the patient was rapidly sinking and 
could live but a few hours. 
At 2 o’clock the 
general revived sufficiently to recognize his 
wife, who has been at his bedside night ana 
dav during liis entire illness 
As she spoke 
to him he looked up into her face, and all 
who were present knew that he recognized 
her. 
T his'.'■'« the last manifestation of con­ 
sciousness. 
'-en wearily closed his eyes 
and sank again 
> a lethargic sleep, from 
which he never awoke. 
While the public 
has been aware tor a week or more that Gen. 
Logan was confined to his room with rheu­ 
matism, many oven of his most intimate 
friends were as late as yesterday afternoon 
unsuspicious of the serious character of the 
attack, and to the ma-Besthe announcement 
in this morning’s papers that the states­ 
man 
lay at 
death’s 
door 
brought 
a 
Fhock 
of 
sorrowful 
surprise. 
All day long the carriages of sympathetic 
callers have occupied the space in front of 
Calumet place, while hundreds of pedes­ 
trians have clibmed tho hill upon which the 
Logan mansion stands, to ask if it were true 
that all hope w as past 
At 9 o’clock a con­ 
sultation of all three physicians, Doctors N. 
s. Lincoln, Baxter and Hamilton w as held, 
and then it was announced to the family 
and the most intimate friends that all hope 
had been abandoned. 
From 2 in the morn­ 
ing until the sad end came the senator’s de­ 
voted wife lay by him on the bed seeking by 
every term of endearment to arouse soma 
spark of returning vitality. 


NO SCENE MOKE PATHETIC 
could be imagined—no scene so sacred can 
adequately be portraved. In the outbursts of 
her sorrow she repeatedly ejaculated: -He 
was true in every thought and deed of his 
life. 
The inmost act of his life could be ex­ 
amined with honor to him. 
"Those around 
the deathbed understood fully that this re­ 
mark and others of similar character referred 
to the charge that Gen. Logan had not been 
true to Gen. Grant, and a painful rumor was 
circulated that one of the physicians had 
a scribed the cerebral trouble whieh proved 
the most dangerous feature of the general’s 
illness to his brooding over this m atter in his 
weakened condition of health. 
As the day 
wore on, and the news of the senator's hope­ 
less condition spread, nearly every member 
of the senate and house of representatives 
remaining in the city called to ascertain by 
persona! inquiry the truth of the sad intelli­ 
gence. Senator Culloni, with his wife and 
daughter, was the earliest to arrive 
Sen­ 
ators Allison, Voorhees. Wilson, Blair and 
Doiph remained until the iast. 
The repre­ 
sentatives from Illinois, Thomas. Bay son, 
Henderson, Townshend, Hitt and Springer 
were present 
Senator Cockrell and wife of 
Missouri entered the chamber of death as the 
last breath was being drawn, and Sen­ 
ator Warner 
Miller 
and 
wife were in 
waiting in the 
reception 
room 
below. 
Gen. Green B. llaum, Gen. Logan's fast 
triend in the army, in congress aud in civil 
life, arrived about 11 o'clock and w as close­ 
ly followed by <»en. Sheridan, both remain­ 
ing deeply moved attendants at the bedside 
of their comrade until all was over At 3:40 
all three physicians again met in consults 
ti< u, but it w as a mere form, no ehunge in 
the mode of treatm ent was adopted, no 
hope of respite from the impending shadow 
of death was held out to the afflicted fami­ 
ly. 
All that was left was to wait for death. 
The general’s bed chamber w as in the south­ 
west corner of the budding, immediately 
over the library in which so many busy 
hours have been passed since he moved into 
this rural residence. 
From the w indow the 
w hole city lays exposed to view, including 
the capitol and the distant heights of Arling­ 
ton. where so many soldiers of tho Union 
sleep 


THEIR HAST SI.EEP. 


The elevation of the building is, in fact, so 
great, that bv actual measurement it has 
lieen ascertained that the threshold is on a 
line with the statue of Liberty on the dome 
of the capitol. 
Iu this room, with the bed 
dra wn out from the wall so as to allow a free 
passage behind it. with the head turned to­ 
ward the east and the murky rays of a win­ 
ter's day heavy w.th threatening snow im­ 
perfectly lighting the room, the general lay 
laboriously breathing his last. 
Shortly after 
2 o’clock Dr 
Newman, Gen. Grant’s old 
past -r. was shown into the room and took 
a position by the bedside. 
The family and 
friends were there groujied around the bed 
in the following order; To the left, between 
the dying man and the light, his wife, her 
son. J A. Logan, Jr (or Manning Logan, as 
he is best known). Mrs. J 
It. Thomas, wife 
of the member from Illinois, Dr. Newman, 
Gen. Henderson and Gen. Sheridan; to the 
l ight, at the patient's head, his daughter, 
Mrs. Tucker, her husband, Adjc. Tucker, Miss 
Mary Brady, so long an intimate member of 
the general's household. Representative J. 
It Thomas and Gen. Green B. llaum; at the 
toot of the lied, at the left hand. Dr. Baxter, 
the attending physician, Mr. Van Fhepard of 
Chicago. Gen. Beale, and Senator Cullom 
aud wife and daughter 
Near the bedside 
were also Senator Cockrell aud wife, Dr. J. 
A Powell of Illinois, and Gen. Henry Strong 
of Chicago. 
As it became evident to the 
weeping friends that the last moment 
had come, Dr. Newman raised his voice 
m prayer with the mourners 
standing 
i around the bed 
He impiored the Divine Be­ 


ing to receive the departing soul, and in 
terms of touching eloquence alluded to the 
fidelity he had shown to his family, his 
friends and his country. 
As the last w'ords 
of the invocation d.ed away the spirit of the 
dying soldier passed away, 
'lbe end was 
peaceful in the extreme, scarcely a sigh 
marking the close. 
Death had been mani­ 
festly approaching all the morning. 
Up to 
three-quarters of on hour of the end the pa­ 
tient’s breathing had been painfully sterto­ 
rous. Then, as Gen. Sheridan expresses it, tw o 
slight explosions took place, apparently in 
the throat, aud after that the breathing was 
as gentle as a child’s, oniv the increased 
rapidity of the respirations indicated the ap­ 
proaching end. 
Alter the bereaved family 
had been tenderly led away to yield to the 
full measure of their grief in solitude, the 
watchers by the bedside descended the broad 
oaken stairs and communicated the news 
that all was over to the throng awaiting in 
the spacious hall aud in the room below. 
There was one simultaneous outburst of 
grief. 
At 3:40 Representative Townshend arrived 
with a message from Speaker Carlisle that 
he held himself in readiness to make any ar­ 
rangem ent the family desired, and almost at 
the same moment the deputy sergeant-at- 
arms, James C. Christie, in the absence of 
Sergeant-at-arms Canady, u'ho has been tele­ 
graphed for, accompanied by Geo. Anson G. 
McCook, secretary of the senate, arrived to 
tnked charge of the remains in the name of 
the senate and eonsult the family when and 
where the interm ent should take place. 
Awaiting the time when Mrs. L)gan might 
give instructions in this regard, Undertaker 
David Barker was placed in charge. 
Mr. 
Townshend spoke in most feeling term s of 
the dead senator. 
“He was l>orn anil mar­ 
ried,” he said, “in my county, aud Mrs. 
Townshend knew him from childhood.

was my predecessor in congress for two 
terms betore the war.

man, woman or child in Southern Illinois 
but will remark this event wuth profound 
sorrow. 
I know our people will desire to 
have him burled there in his owm home in 
Southern Illinois, but, of course, w’e must 
yield to Mrs. Logan's wishes.” Said Mrs. 
Daniel Shepard: “I never would have be­ 
lieved how close the general was to the 
hearts of his old soldierB if I had not seen 
what i have witnessed hero to-day.

te * streaming down their cheeks, to be al­

to assist. 
Said 
one,

Said an­

fever at Huntsville. Ala.; let me see if I can’t 
do him some good now?’ It grieved me to 
the heart to tell them it was too late, but 
these incidents gave me an insight into the 
general’s character.” As the last of the 
w atchers who had been so long by the bed­ 
side left the house, the snow, which had 
been all day threatening, began to fail in 
heavy tiakee and soon made transit difficult.

judicial district, and in the fall of the same 
year he was chosen to the state legislature, 
to which position he was three times re­ 
elected. In 1856 he was presidential elector 
on the Democratic ticket for the Ninth con­ 
gressional district, and voted for James Bu­ 
chanan for president 
Two years later he 
was elected a member of congress from the 
same district, receiving 15,878 votes against 
2,796 for Phillips, Republican. 
At the next 
election he w as returned by 21,381 votes as 
against 3,439 for Llnegar, Republican. 
In 
the campaign of 1860 he gave his ardent 
support to Htephen A. Douglas. 
IN THE WAR. 
Mr. Logan attended the called session of 
congress 
iu 
July, 
1861, and immedi­ 
ately afterward joined the 
troops go­ 
ing to the front. 
He was in the first 
battle of Buil 
Run, 
and 
among 
the 
last 
to 
leave 
the 
field. 
Return mg 
to his home Sept. 1, he assisted iu ra sing 
troops, and S#q>t. 13 the Thirty-first n gi 
incut of Illinois infantry was organized W ith 
Logan commissioned as colonel. 
The first 
engagement in which he and his command 
participated was the battle of Belmont,in No­ 
vember of llie same year, w hen his ability as 
a commander, and his dash and intrepidity, 
foreshadowed the fact that he was to play a 
conspicuous part in the of>erations of the 
army. 
He was present at the battle of Fort 
Donelson, wnere he received a severe wound, 
and did not rejoin his command until some 
w'eeks afterward, on the evening of the last 
day of the battle of .Shiloh. 
On March 3, 
1862, he was made brigadier general, and 
participated m the siege of Corinth as com­ 
mander of the First brigade in Gen Judah's 
division of the right wing of the army, and 
for his 
valiant 
services 
wa* 
publicly 
thanked by Gen. Sherman iu his official re­ 
port. 
When the attem pt to take Vicksburg be­ 
gan in the fail of 1862 Gen. Logan was in 
command of the First division of the right 
wing of the Thirteenth corps. 
On the arri­ 
val of the command at Memphis, Dec. 31, 
1862, the Seventh army corps w'as organ­ 
ized, ami on Jan. 11, 1863, Gen. Ixigan was 
assigned to the Third division, in which po­ 
sition he remained until the fall of Vicks­ 
burg. when he w as assigned to the command 
of the Fifteenth army corps. 
In the move­ 
ments about Vicksburg from February, 1 863, 
until July 4. when Gen. Pemberton surren­ 
dered, Gen I/ogan with his command was 
actively engaged, and it was through a n um­ 
ber of

The seeds of his disorder were sown during 
the war. his first attack of rheumatism hav­ 
ing followed immed ately the end of a tw en­ 
ty -four-itour march through a blinding snow 
storm. 
His last attack, too. resulted from a 
brief exposure to the snow storm of a fort­ 
night ago, and his death preceded by but a 
few minutes the beginning of a heavy fitirry, 
which though brief, covered the earth w ith 
a thick carpet of white.

WAR AND CIVIL RECORD. 
John A. Logan was born iu Jackson county. 
IIL, Feb. 9, 1826. 
His early life was spent 
in that county, where he obtained some edu­ 
cation iroin his father and such school 
teachers as chanced to teach in the district 
At the outbreak of the Mexican war young 
Logan volunteered and was chosen a lieu­ 
tenant in a company of the First Illinois in­ 
fantry. 
As a soldier he did good servioe, 


consultation during the 
interviews with 
Gen. Pemberton looking to tbe t.-rrus of the 
surrender, and in consideration ot his ad­ 
mirable services Gen. Logun s command w as 
ordered to take the lead in the march into 
Vicksburg. July 4. after which ho was given 
the command of that post, whi h he re­ 
tained until placed In command of the Fif­ 
teenth coi ps, Nov 14, 1863. 
During the latter part of December and 
January Gen Ix>gan organized an expedition 
into Northern Alabama. 
In the At au’-acam­ 
paign his corps w as a part of Mc Pherson’s 
command, which, as Gen. Hberman said, w as 
the snapper to tbe whip with which he pro­ 
posed to punish the enemy 
During the 
movement Logan was conspicuously at the 
front, and the forces under his immediate 
command bore an imjiortant part in ali ac­ 
tions and maneuvers that resulted finally in 
the taking j»osses«iou of Atlanta and the sur 
ronndiug strongholds of tho < on federate 
forces. 
At Dallas, as at Rosacea, Gen Lo­ 
gan's command was in the front, and the 
desperation With w'hich tbe men under him 
fought showed their implicit confidence in 
their commander to lead them to victory 
even under the most perilous circumstances. 
FROM AIHANTA TO THE SEA. 
On July 22, 1864, Logan, as commander 
of the Fifteenth army corps, was ordered in 
pursuit of the enemy south of Atlanta. 
In 
the hard-fought battle that followed Gen. 
McPherson was killed, and (ten. Logan suc­ 
ceeded him in command of the Armv of the 
Tennessee 
The success of the battle was 
accorded to Logan by Gen. Hherman’s official 
report 
The battle of July 28, which fol­ 
io w'ed, w as anotter hotly contested fight, 
in which Ixigan’s command was equal­ 
ly 
conspicuous 
aud 
successful. 
At 
Jonesboro, Aug. 29, he was again in ad­ 
vance, and. seeing the necessity of prompt 
action, without w aiting for orders he pushed 
forward and saved the bridge across Flint 
river, went into a fortified position within a 
mile and a half of Jonesboro, fought a sharp 
battle and won a decided victory. 
On Jan. 
20, 1863, the campaign of tbe Carolina* was 
commenced, the, movements bctng for the 
purpose of encountering Johnson’s Army of 
the Potomac 
This march was full of jxml 
and privation*, in all of which Gen. Logan 
was with his men day aud night, wailing 
swanu-s and streams, and enduring all that 
the men of his corj>* were called on to suffer 
The command moved on, driving the enemy 
at every point, passing through Columbia. 
Goldsborough and Latayetteville, u n tl it 
reached Raleigh, near which the surrender 
of Johnson took place, and tbe campaign 
was closed. 
After the close of the war Gen Ix>gan was 
offered the position of minister to Mexico, 
but declined. 
In 1*66 he w'as elected to 
congress as a Republican from the state at 
large in Illinois by a majority of 55,987, and 
in the Fortieth congress was one of the 
managers of the imj>eaohment of President 
Johnson. 
In the next, the Forty-first con­ 
gress, Logan Iwgan to make bis mark in 
various kinds of legislative work. 
In 1*70 
Logan was elected by the Illinois legislature 
to the U nited States senate to succeed IUch- 
ard Yates. 
After serving his term he was 
defeated by the Independents w ho united 
upon the Hon David Davis as his successor, 
but he w as again elected to succeed Oglesby 
in 1879. 
He was a candidate for president 
in the Republican national convention in 
1884, and after the choice of Mr Blaine 
was unanimously nominated for vice presi­ 
dent. 
He took an active part in all the leg­ 
islation of the senate, and introduced many 
useful bills. 
His efforts for the soldiers 
were unremitting. 
The general was the 
fortunate possessor of a charming wife, 
w hose efforts contributed materially to the 
success of lus public c a r e e r

W HEN CON THAI TED.

Gen. Logan was first a sufferer from acute 
rheumatism as eariv as 1849. 
In that rear 
while acting as state senator in Southern Illi­ 
nois, where he lived, he pursued with a local 
committee some 
horse thieves into the 
swamp* of Missouri. 
The stolen property 
was recovered, but young Logan, on the re­ 
turn home, was seized with an attack of 
accute rheumatism, similar, only less severe, 
to that from which he died. 
At intervals 
since that time he has been an intense suf­ 
ferer from rheumatism. During the war once 
or twice he was prostrated with the disease. 
In recent years his most severe illness from 
this causa was two years ago, when he was 
prostrated for some weeks at the house on 
Twelfth street where lie boarded for some 
years. 
He was then affected by sciatic 
rheumatism which soon assumed an inflam­ 
matory character and after some weeks of 
suttersng he was removed to the Hot 
Bprings. Ark., where he was greatly bene­ 
fited. 
8inee the attack of two years ago 
Gen. I-ogan has been suffering from this 
cause until during the campaign of last 
fall. 
After a speech to a very large a seem 
blage at Rock lslaad, 
in October last, 
Gen. Logan took a severe cold from which 
doubtless his last fatal illness is to be attrib ­ 
uted. 
Gen. Ix)gan was a vtry earnest cam­ 
paign speaker. 
He threw all his physical 
energies into his efforts. 
In the coldest 
weather 
he 
was 
generally 
battled in

speech of much length. 
It was always his 
custom to retire after a speech, take a bath, 
and entirely change his under clothing. 
His faithful wife, who has generally accom­

the occasion referred to Mm Logan did 
not accompany her husband.

miles exposed to the cool night air and 
caught a severe cold.

to New York on th a t occasion I made a 
departure from a rule th a t J have observed 
for some time, and which I do not intend 
to break again, viz.; not to speak a t a po­ 
litical meeting again while I hold the posi­ 
tion of chief officer of the K nights of Labor. 
While it might be entirely proper for me to 
speak a t such a meeting, it creates the im­ 
pression th a t the order of Knights of Labor 
is being drawn into the contest,and it is my 
duty to do all th a t lies in my power to 
keep the order over which I am chosen to 
preside above the tide of partisan politics. 
At New York ispokeas an individual voic­ 
ing the sentiment of united labor, and not as 
general m aster workman of the Knights of 
Labor. 
I would advise you not to take 
any action as a party. 
It si-ems to me 
th a t it becomes the duty of all interested 
to endeavor to educate the masses to free 
the ballot box from the degrading influ­ 
ences of the bribe-giver and take from it a* 
well th a t tool of monopoly, whisky, 
l’ut 
forth your every effort to discover what is 
wanted in the management of the mu­ 
nicipal affairs of the city. 
Don’t as is too 
often the case, allow the interest to die 
out on the eve of election day, but con­ 
tinue until you have located the

The s ta tis tic s c f railroad construction 
in the northwest during the year 1886, aro 
incomplete, but partial returns and esti­ 
m ates show th a t the total new mileage for 
the year i* 2,480 miles against 666 miles last 
year,and 1,033 miles in 3 884. Thegreatest 
number of tniles built in any previous year 
was 2.400, in 1882. The only other year in 
which more than 2,C'»o miles "ere con­ 
structed was 1881. The expenditure for 
construction exceeds last year by $31,254,- 
250. Most of this is estimated, verv few of 
the roads making any returns as*to the 
am ount paid out for construction. Tiie es­ 
tim ates range from $12,000 to $20,000 
per mile. The expenditures for other im­ 
provements than new track fire very in­ 
complete, only nine of the nineteen roads 
making any reports a t all.

After an 
exhaustive review of the barbarous cum 
toms of past prison life,thespesker referred 
earnestly to the *ttd condition ol the pris 
oner when just out of jail, with no friends 
to aid hiui. 
J udge MeCleur of Stillwater then* intro­ 
duced a resolution th a t the new state's 
prison be made a reformatory. Some di#- 
cuesion followed. 
The original resolution was amended on 
motion of Dairy < 'omrrii*aioner Rice so a* to 
provide that the legislature be asked to ap­ 
point a joint committee to consider the 
question o f‘organizing the second state's 
prison as a reform atory institutfon, and 
th at this me ting appoint.

ATRUST WELL KEFT. 


The to rren t of m utiny in India th a t 
had been gathering volume and force 
in secret for m onths had burst its 
barriers a t last, and was sweeping 
along as though p a s t all control. 
The 
gallant old Colonel P r a t t had paraded 
his regiment in front of his bungalow, 
and, with his gray hair rippled by the 
w arm breeze, had expressed to them 
his ill-founded confidence th a t, though 
all the other Sepoys rose in rebellion, 
they would never rise. IIis men whom 
he always spoke of as “ his children,” 
greeted his speech with ringing cheers. 
Two hours later they had murdered the 
veteran, and, undsr their chosen lead­ 
ers, were marching to Delhi, their 
band playing, with the curious incon­ 
sistency for which the mutineers from 
fust to last were famous, the English 
national anthem , 
“God Save 
the 
Queen.” A llahabad h ad fallen. Every 
officer a t the mess table, with one ex­ 
ception, had oeen butchered by the 
servant who stood behind him, and 
struck with his knife when the signal 
was given. 
The one who escaped the 
general doom, and who was called, 
when the story was told, the “ M artyr 
of A llahabad,” 
sprang 
througn a 
window of the mess loom, and reach­ 
ing the banks of the Granges plunged 
in and swam for m any miles; hiding in 
the jungle during the day, and drifting 
witii the current a t night; suffering in­ 
credible hardships, to die of native 
fever induced by the exposure when 
friends and ap parent safety were reach­ 
ed a t last. 
O ther officers belonging to th a t ill- 
fated mess escaped. 
Not m any, and 
those only because they were n o t a t 
the table when the m urderous signal 
was given. 
One of them, having been 
detained by regimental business, was 
hurrying to join his comrades, when a 
woman stopped him by coming with 
startling suddenness from the shadow 
oi a clump of bam boos beside the 
road. 
“Sahib, d o n ’t go on!” shesaid, 
speaking in her own language. 
“They 
are all dead by 
this time. 
Boden 
Singh was behind your chair, his knife 
ready, and 
had 
you 
been 
in it 
you 
would 
have 
been 
with 
Allah 
now. 
Boden 
Singh 
was 
mad with rage, and waiting. 
He had 
waited so long th a t he said he could 
wait no longer. 
He wanted to m u r­ 
der you last night when you were 
asleep on the charpoy, but 1 told him 
if he did so it would not be easy to 
get the officers ail together a t the 
mess no-night. 
8 0 he agreed to wait 
• a little longer and sta b you in the 
bark, as the others were stabbed, 
while he stood behind you a t dinner. 
He has killed somebody else by this 
time, to m ake up for having missed 
you. 
Yes, it is terrible, but why did 
you put t he grease on the cartridges? 
Ab, here they come!” 
The butchery was over, and a tro o p 
of soldiers, accompanied by the ser­ 
vants who had slain their masters, 
were marching down the road, headed 
by a band playing “Rule B ritannia.” 
The woman who had spoken was 
Pooniah, the wife of the villain Boden 
Singh. 
Boden Singh was the “ bearer,” 
or body servant, of the officer who 
had been warned. 
I was the officer. 
“Quick, Sahib!” she exclaimed, h a st­ 
ily. as I stood irresolute 111 the middle 
of the road. 
“They will see us in a 
minute. 
Hide in the clump of bam ­ 
boos! 
And in a moment 
we were

protest th a t they are not the same 
m eat at all. 
The Sepoys had gone 011 
biting the cartridges contentedly, and 
with 110 idea th a t they were putting 
the unclean thing into their m ouths, 
until the rebellious rajahs, watching 
for such an opportunity, wililv pointed 
cut the grievance. Several of the regi­ 
ments protested, and asked th a t the 
grease on the cartridges be changed, 
so as no longer to clash with their re­ 
ligious principles; and had the advice, 
strongly urged, of the astu te Sir John 
Lawrence, 
then collector of Agra, 
afterw ard governor-general of India, 
been taken these requests a t once; but 
India’s rulers, in the pride of a cen­ 
tu r y ’s alm ost undisturbed possession, 
feared nothing, suspected 110 danger, 
and drifted blindly 011 to the sharpest 
crisis in England’s later history. 
A clump of bam boos is a good spot 
for a fugative to hide in. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent place also for a p a rty of sold­ 
iers to encamp by. The mutineers 
thought so. anu, throwing themselves 
011 tiie parched grass beside the road 
tw enty yards from where we were hid­ 
den, tLey began to smoke and discuss 
in low, cautious tones, for they were 
still distrustful of themselves and each 
other, the prospects of the desperate 
venture to which they were now irre­ 
trievably committed. 
It was quite light enough now to see 
t h a t Boaen Singh was not with the 
soldiers. 
Where had he gone to? 
I 
asked my preserver, in a whisper. ‘ He 
has gone to you r bungalow,'’ she re­ 
plied, significantly. 
“ He expects to 
find you there!” 
Situated as I then was, forwarned 
and, therefore, forarmed, Iwassincere- 
ly sorry th a t Boden Singh would not 
find me in my bungalow. 
The clump of tall, tlv’n bam boos 
were singing their endless song to the 
night breeze, felt by their sensitive, 
lofty tops, though not perceptible be­ 
low; and, our voices lost to the m u ­ 
tineers in the groaning and creaking of 
the branches, I learned from Pooniah 
her reason foi sa\ mg me. A few weeks 
previously, when the shadow of the 
advancing m utiny had fallen on the 
country, I caught Boden Singh, who 
could read and speak English rem ark­ 
ably well, a b o u t to open a letter 
given to me by a messenger from Sir 
Jo hn Lawrence to deliver to the com­ 
missioner of Jubbulpore. 
In view of

choke me if I betray the tru st.”

In­ 
dulges in Reminiscences.

Lincoln’s old law partner, William 
H. Herndon, was in the city for a few 
days. 
He was seen a t the room s of 
the “ Lincoln .Memorial Collection” en­ 
tertaining several interested listeners 
with reminiscences of the great man 
during his career as an Illinois a t ­ 
torney. 
“ Yes,” said Mr. Herndon, “ I could 
always tell when Lincoln was in agood 
hum or or not by observing him as he 
entered the office a t 9 or half-past 9 
in the morning. 
If everything was se- 
reneand pleasant he would take a s e a t 
in a wooden chair, throw his feet 
over the stove,and begantellingyarns. 
He would keep this up until dinner 
time, and very little work would be 
done through the forenoon. 
If.on the 
other hand, m atters had not been as 
pleasant as they might, lie would drop 
into the office in a quiet, unobtrusive 
way and, after taking a seat, would 
proceed to m ake his breakfast on 
crackers and cheese. 
Sometimes his 
depression would wear off in an hour 
or so, and hisgenial. sunshiny dispo­ 
sition rt assert itself. 
He was not a 
ereat student. 
He was w hat is called 
a case lawyer. 
Given a case he would 
first familiarize himself with all the 
facts and then look up the reports 
containing similar adjudicated cases, 
lie was sym pathetic at all times and 
never b itter or abusive. 
“ We bad an odd way of keeping our 
accounts. 
We never kept any hooks, 
but when we were paid a fee w ould sim ­ 
ply divide it. 
When Lincoln was ou t 
011 the circuit making money he did 
just the sam e as when at home. 
If he 
received a 810 for services he would 
take $5, and wrapping a piece of p a ­ 
per around it, with the simple word 
‘Billy’—t h a t ’s w hat lie always culled 
1 ne—w ritten thereon, would place it in 
his poeket-book. 
I asked him one day 
why he did this an d his reply was: 
“ Well, it 1 should happen to die with 
some of your money in my pocket 
how would any one know if it wasn’t 
m arked?’ The last fee I divided with 
him was shortly before his inaugura­ 
tion as president. 
I 
had received 
$590 from an estate for which our 
firm had been doing business, and 
when I offered Mr. Lincoln the money 
he refused to take it until I told him 
where it came from. 
“ His love affairs? 
Oh, well, I can 
recall two cases, and I believe the first 
one, where the young lady died, had 
more to do with his sadness in after 
life than anything else. 
The young 
lady wa*-. Miss Ann Rutledge, who 
came to Illinois from the south. 
She 
had been engaged prior to her meeting 
with Mr. Lincoln, but failing to hear 
from the young man came to believe 
t h a t he did not care for her. 
Mr. Lin­ 
coln was very attentive, and after a 
time they 
became engaged. 
A few 
mont hs before they were to have been 
m ar tie I she died. 
The blow was a se­ 
vere one to Mr. Lincoln, and it was 
several years before fie ceased talking 
a b o u t her. 
He was rejected by a 
young lady in 1837, and from th a t 
time until 
1812. when he married 
Miss Todd, he was not especially a t ­ 
tentive to any one.” 
Mr. Herndon has practically retired 
from the law, and is engaged in farm ­ 
ing a b o u t six miles n orth of Spring- 
held.

Then the machine revolves 
with resistless force, curling the hot 
metal round and round 011 its drum 
neatly and sm oothly, and as easily 
as one of Jo rd a n M arsh’s girls would 
wind ribbon.

This again is cooled, and after a while 
is refined for welding under the h am ­ 
mer.
